Body of Kentucky’s ‘Pre- 
historic Miner’ Preserved 
by Cavern’s Cold. 


MAMMOTH CAVE, Ky., Aug. 29. 
()—Newly freed from: seven tons of 
boulders by National Park Service 
employes, Keéentucky’s “prehistoric 
miner” continued to hide many of the 
secrets of his ancient race from mod- 
ern science tonight. 

The fragile mummy was left for 
the time where it was pinioned an es- 
timated 500 years ago and preserved 
in the cool depths of Mammoth cave. 
The mummy was sprayed with air- 
plane “dope” today to preserve it for 
removal. 

It ma@y be that beneath the body, 
still lying on its face, knees to chin, 
ig a pouch, ornaments or tools that 
will explain some of the mysteries of 


his existence, some time before Colum- 
bus discovered America. 

Weeks of work by federal engineers 
culminated in lifting of the big rock— 
the Indian’s tombstone—before several 
score spectators today. 

“That sho’ is a weight off his 
chest,” breathed one of the negro CCC 
boys who had a part in thé task as 
the boulder swung free. 

Alonzo Pond, United States archae- 
ologist, expressed disappointment, 
however, in condition of the body. 

“He is in much worse shape than

-worth of virgin gold in a day and yet scarcely earn enough to buy bread. 


It is thus possible for a land to produce great wealth while its people 
live in poverty. es : Sieh 9i, 
That is the story of the south. For generations 
sections and kept itself poor. 
The process is simple. The south raises cotton, most of whiel is, 
or always has been, sold abroad. In the years since cotton became a 
chief export, the sale of it to other nations has brought the south a 
total of more than $23,000,000,000.. 

That is money enough to make a nation rich. But-it didn’t. make the 
south ‘rich because the south couldn’t keep it. 

The chief fault of cotton as a single crop is that people can’t eat it. 
Having specialized in cotton, the south had to depend on other parts 
of the country for everything else. 

So the billions received from foreign lands were sent north and west 


to pay for fat pork and beef and flour and apples and hay and machinery 


and automobiles and everything else that is raised on farms and pro- 
duced in -factories. ' 
And when the books were balanced at the end of the year, it devel- 


‘oped that the whole cotton crop hadn’t brought in enough money to 


provide a_living for those who produced it. Year after year told the 
same story. 

True, a few men made money out of it. 
only because many men didn’t get enough to eat or wear. 
always. been a slave crop. 

The government has changed the situation by using public money 
to “peg” the price of cotton at 12 cents. At that price the south makes 
a living. 

But other lands produce cotton—more every year—and the price 
outside the United States is 6 cents a pound. Brazil, with -an available 
cotton acreage greater than ours, can produce cotton at that price and 
get rich at it. . 

Here, then, is the problem. 

Shall the south produce cotton only for America, at a fixed and pro- 
tected price artificially high, and thus prosper by the sacrifice of foreign 
markets? 

Or shall the south produce cotton in competition with other lands, 
sell it in world markets for what it will bring, and thus continue to bring 
in foreign gold by dooming her people to certain and ever-increasing 
poverty? . 

We can Rave a world market for our cotton, or we can have a pros-

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 28.—Seven 
centuries ago the world’s greatest ro- 
mance was lived! 


Four centuries ago the love story of 
the ages was immortalized by Shake- 
speare. 

Today it pulses with life—its dra- 
matic power undimmed by the passing 
of time—its eternal truth more bril- 
liant—its heart appeal universal— 
“Romeo and Juliet.” 


The force of this most famous 
of love stories, which has captured 
the imaginations of millions for ceu- 
turies past and will continue to do 
so for centuries to come, lies, in my 
opinion, in its enduring human char- 
acters, who live today as vividly as 
they did then. 

I am enthusiastic over the vast po- 
tentialities of the screen as a medium 
for presenting Shakespeare’s master- 
piece, “Romeo and Juliet,” and I am 
in Hollywood to lend literary advice 
to the production which will star 
Norma Shearer. - 

Of the great love stories of the ages, 
I may say three are paramount—*“Ro-. 
meo and Juliet,“ Antony and Cleopa- 
tra,” and “Tristan and Isolde.” — ° 

Mark Antony was one of the three 


lords of the Rontan empire; Oleopatra’ 


was a queen; Tristan and Iselde were 


warrior and princess; but Roméo and ° 


Juliet were just noble youth and noble 
maiden. with no history besides their 
love. They were ordinary; everyday 
boy and girl. " 

There are innumerable love stories 
of famous kings, knighta and princes, 
but Shakespeare chose a love story in 
its tensest human common denomi- 
nator for “Romeo and Juliet.” 


It is a legend of centuries ago, 


but it could still happen today or cen- 
turies hence—because it is the essence 
of life itself. 


I am often asked, “Can Shakespeare 
be cut in adaptation for the screen?” 

“Why not?” I reply. 

The dialogue is cut for stage per- 
formances. I am interested im the 
technical side of writing for the screen, 
although my knowledge is limited to 
the screen as a medium of entertain- 
ment. But I can readily see and un- 
derstand that changes will have to be 
made. . 

The great scenes..in “Romeo and 
Juliet” will have wider seope before 
the camera than they have on the 
stage. The possibility of filming the 
“balloon scene,” the “duel scene,” and 
the “tomb scene” are limited. The 
screen will show them more vividly 
than the stage can. 

The opening scene, for instance, 
which is a fight on thes tage all on 
one spot, will develop on the screen 
into a riot menacing the peace of a 
whole city. The feast at which Romeo 
first meets Juliet will become a formal 
entertainment, with the splendor bhe- 
fitting a great noble of the Italian 
Renaissance. The “balcony scene” in 
this play—and let me tell you that 
the original text does not mention a 
baleony, as Shakespeare speaks only 
of a window—will be more attractive 
in. celluloid than on the stage. The 
poetic lines will, “of course, be re- 
tained, and the glamor and roman- 
ticism of the camera will be added to 


em. 
All in all, I feel that the lovers of 
Shakespeare need have no fears in re- 
gard to this picture. The e¢reen will 
merely make more admirers for the 
Bard of Avon.

Resolutions Approved by 
‘Comintern Revealed as 
Note Aftermath. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 29.— (UP)— 
World-wide co-operation of commu- 
nists and other “true left elements” to 
establish revolutionary governments 
in all countries was ordered by the 


revealed today when resolutions of the 
third international, which drew a 
sharp protest from the United States 
were published. 

Fascism and capitalism must be 
crushed as the worst enemies of com- 
munism, the resolutions said. This 
will be accomplished by substitution of 
offensive for defensive tactics. While 
the proletariat can overthrow fascism, 
it is dangeroya to think fascism will 
fall automatically, and “therefore a 
struggle is necessary.” 

Seize Governments. 

Basic aims of communism as out- 
lined im the resolutions include: 

1. Control of all banks and indus- 
ry. 

2. Weakening of the economic and 
political power of the middle classes. 

3. Assumption of leadership by 
workers. 

4. Dismissal of police and substi- 
tution of a workers’ militia. ~ 

5. Eventual seizure of all govern- 
ments. 

The comintern ordered establish- 
ing class of every country in prepara- 
tion for future “great struggles in the 
second phase of the proletarian revolu- 
tionary.” 

“Only the combining of the prole- 
tariat into a mass political army will 
assure victory in the struggle against 
fascism and capitalism for creation of 
— governments,” the resolutions 
said. 

Communists were empowered to sup- 
port liberal, non-communist govern- 
ments if they oppose capitalism and 
fascism and do not hamper the com- 
munist party. 

Paralyze Middle Class. 

Conditions necessary for creation of 
a government by the united front of 
the proletariat were defined as fol- 
lows: When the middle class state ap- 
paratus is so paralyzed it can no 
longer interfere with the united front, 
when the masses of workers vigorously 
react against fascism even though 
they are not yet ready to fight for a 
soviet government, and when the great- 
er part of the organizations of social 
demtocracy struggle against fascism 
and other reactionaries and are ready 
to co-operate with communists. 
Condemning German fascism as the 
“first of a counter-revolutionary move- 
ment,” the resolutions set forth spe- 
cific means for combatting enemies of 


communism, 

Orders Issued. 
1. Establishment of a united front 
against fascism and the awakening of 
the masses through local slogans. 
2. Inform the masses how to defend 
themselves against fascists and capi- 
talists, complicate peovarstce of im- 
perialist wars, weaken middle classes 
and strengthen the proletariat. 
3. Use offensive tactics against cap- 
italism, aiming toward an ultimate 
mass political strike. : 
4. Oppose state sale of peasants 
property, struggle for state ad for im- 
poverished peasants and oppose state 
salary cuts and cultural reaction.

MOSCOW, Aug. 29.—(UP)—Re- 
duction of retail food prices by 35 
per cent is stressed by soviet authori- 
ties as one of the accomplishments of 
the second Five-Year Plan approved 
by the 17th congress of the all-union 
communist party. 

During the first six. months of the 
current year prices were reduced on 
about 25 food products and articles 
of general consumption. The prices of 
milk and butter have been reduced 
twice. Flour became cheapel by 15 
per cent during the last two months: 
macaroni, fish, coffee, cocoa, 20 per 
cent; cheese, per cent; canned 
goods and eggs, 40 per cent. 

Since January 1 sugar prices have 
been halved, and confectionery goods 
have become 35 per cent cheaper.
